Whereas,  '1  here  exists  in  British  Columbia  ten  subor- 
dinate lodges  of  the  A.  O.  U.  W.,  over  which  no  existing 
Grand  Lodge  has  permanent  control  :  and 


Whereas,  I  have  received  petitions  from  ten  subordinate 
lodges  within  British  Columbia  asking  for  the  formation  of 
a  Grand  Lodge  for  British  Columbia  to  have  jurisdiction 
within  British  Columbia  ;  and 

Whereas,  In  my  opinion,  the  emergencies  of  the  case 
and  the  best  interests  of  the  order  require  the  formation  of  a 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  it  is  hereby 

Ordered  that  the  several  subordinate  lodges  of  British 
Columbia  hold  special  meetings,  if  their  stated  meetings  do 
not  occur  in  time,  not  later  than  the  9th  day  of  April,  1892, 
and  at  said  meetings  elect  three  rep  'esentatives  to  a  conven- 
tion to  be  held  in  the  City  of  Victoria,  British  Columbia,  on 
the  12th  day  of  April,  1892. 

The  representatives  herein  provided  for  must  be  elected 
from  among  the  Past  Master  Workmen  of  said  lodges,  pro- 
viding said  lodges  have  three  Past  Master  Workmen,  then 
after  electing  all  the  Past  Master  Workmen  they  have  in 
good  standing  and  Workmen  degree  members  in  good  stand- 
ing in  said  lodges  may  be  elected  as  such  representatives. 

Credentials  will  be  prepared  in  duplicate,  one  set  will 
be  sent  to  James  Sullivan,  Deputy  Supreme  Master  Work- 
man, at  Victoria,  B.  C,  the  other  set  to  be  presented  by  the 
delegate  in  person.
